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Lands for Life: Sustainable Development or Corporate Rule? 

Is 4.7% sufficient protected land in Ontario? Environmentalists say "No"

A Lands for Life Symposium 
was held on November 17 here at 
Laurcntian University. The Symf)o- 
sium's objective was to encourage 
citizens of Ontario to write letters 
expressing their concerns over a re- 
cently released government report. 

Lands for Life is a land man- 
agement planning process that the 
government of Ontario started in or- 
dertodetcrmine the fate of 46 million 
hectares of Crown land in Northern 
and Central Ontario. 

This area was split into three 
smaller zones. Boreal West, Boreal 
East and Great Lakes-St. Lawerence. 
Each of these subsequent zones had a 
committee, a Round Table, appointed 
to oversee the development of a list 
of recommendations concerning that 
specific area and the Tinal report con- 
sisted of an amalgamation of the three 
Tables. 

The final report submitted to 
the government conceming the Lands 
for Life project was released at the 
end of October and the public has 
been given a mere thirty days to ex- 
press their concerns and opinions 
about its recommendations. The 
deadline for submitting a letter to the 
govcmmcnt is November 30. 

The report that was released 
to the public has raised a tremendous 
amount of concern amongst environ- 
mental groups. In their view, the 
proposals set forth by the report fa- 
vour allowing the forest and mining 
industries to continue in their envi- 
ronmentally unsound practices while 
not heeding the warnings of the sci- 
entific community. 

As a result of the short time 
span given to respond to this pro- 
posal and the inadequate recommen- 
dations put forth by it, a whirlwind 
speaking tour of Ontario has been 
organized. As previously mentioned, 
that tour made a stop here at Laurcn- 
tian on November 1 7 and it included 
presentations by fourdifferent speak- 
ers. 

The first of the four was Ron 
Reid. Mr. Rcid is the Coordinator for 
the Partnership for Public Lands and 
has a very active interest in environ- 
mental issues, especially as they per- 
tain to the North. 

Mr. Rcid began his speech by 
stating he believed that this report 
was a case of "three mighty elephants 
producing a scrawny, pathetic 
mouse". While he believed the men 
and women assigned with the task of 
creating this report worked very hard, 
his disappointment with the results 



was obvious from his analogy. Spe- 
cifically , he stated that the Tables had 
"failed" to produce recommendations 
that everyone could suppoit. 

The goal of the many con- 
cerned citizens Is to maintain the en- 
vironment and increase economic 
productivity. This seems like an un- 
attainable goal at first but Mr. Reid 
proceeded to outline a plan for ob- 
taining a viable solution to this prob- 
lem. 

The main concern for critics 
ofthis report has been itsproposafto 
protect only 1.6% more land than 
currently carries the label 'protected'. 
At this point, only 3. 1 % of the Crown 
land is so designated. The Parmer- 
ship for Public Lands would like to 
see the figure between 15-20%. Mr. 
Reid stated they would like to see an 
extra 12% of the land set aside as 
protected. This was the mostempha- 
sized point of all during the presenta- 
tions. 

This emphasis on 1 2% of the 
land being protected was continu- 
ously hampered at the Round Table 
meetings by the veto power exer- 
cised by forestry and mining repre- 
sentatives as they obviously have a 
vested interest in leaving the door 
open to their industries. Protected 
lands are immune to these industries 
as it is illegal to mine or log them. 

Mr. Reid was quick to point 
out that the number of jobs in the 
forestry industry has been constantly 
decreasing while the amount of wood 
being cut has steadily increased. This 
is due, he said, to the fact that the 
practice of clear cutting vast areas is 
easily done by large machines while 
more conservative and environmen- 
tally friendly practices require more 
manpower. He also pointed out that 
clear cutting has seen a steady in- 
crease from 70% of wood cut ob- 
tained by clear cutting in 1970 to 
94% in 1995. 

He recommended shifting the 
practices of logging companies from 
clear cutting to selective logging and 
reforestation in order to promote jobs 
and the environment. Of course this 
would mean less profits for resource 
corporations - we couldn't have that 
could we? 

Mr. Reid also noted that tour- 
ism is a multi-billion dollar industry 
in Ontario and in order to promote 
tourism we must "maintain areas of 
quality wiidemess". By setting aside 
this extra 12% of the land we would 
be able to create "high quality" tour- 
ist destinations and lure people from 
across the globe to Ontario. TTiis 
would, in turn, create thousands of 
jobs for people in the North. 



The second speaker of the af- 
ternoon was Franco Mariotti. Mr. 
Mariotti is a native of the Sudbury 
area and has traveled extensively over 
the past ten years only to return to his 
home in Northern Ontario. He is 
currently employed as a wildlife bi- 
ologist at Science North. 

Mr. Mariotti 's presentation 
contained a poignant message within 
a story about an island far removed 
from Ontario's North. He related the 
tragic tale of Easter Island in order to 
give us an idea what we can expect if 
we do not change our practices im- 
mediately. 

Easter Island is an island in 
the South Pacific on which a great 
civilization used to exist. This civili- 
zation's major food source was that 
of dolphins hunted in the open ocean 
in giant canoes carved out of the great 
trees that dominated the landscape on 
the island. As this civilization grew, 
the demand for these canoes in- 
creased. But the people did not real- 
ize that their voracious appetites for 
these trees could only be fed for so 
long as the trees were not being re- 
placed. Eventually, as time went on, 
these trees virtually disappeared along 
with the people who relied on them. 
This was a direct result of the practice 
of unsustainable forestry. Clear cut- 
ting is such a practice. 

Mr. Mariotti noted that such 
practices dominated the early part of 
this century when no one realized the 
impact of some of the practices of the 
mining companies, such as the roast 
yards. His plea was for us to improve 
our standards, and not succumb to the 
same trap that the people of Easter 
Island did with such tragic conse- 
quences. 

The third speaker was a man 
by the name of Ed Snucins. Mr. 
Snucins is an aquatic biologist with 
the Killamey Restoration Project (Is 
it just me or is there a lot of hostility 
towards Amey in these here parts?!). 

Mr. Snucins was here to em- 
phasize the importance of Ontario's 
lakes and waterways. He noted that 
Ontario is an old Iroquois word mean- 
ing "beautiful water". With literally 
thousands of lakes contained within 
our borders it is easy to see why this 
word was chosen. 

The main point of Mr. Snucins' 
presentation was that the future is 
unpredictable. Because ofthis fact, it 
is imperative that we protect a sig- 
nificant amount of land surrounding 
our many lakes in order to conduct 
comparative scientific research in the 
future (i.e. between protected and 
non-protected areas in order to deter- 
mine impact of industry). 



In order to properly protect 
our lakes and waterways we must 
consider watershed boundaries when 
determining protected areas, as pol- 
lution can make its way into these 
bodies of water via these outlying 
watersheds. This is something that 
the government has neglected to take 
into account in the past, according to 
Mr. Snucins. 

Mr. Snucins also stressed that 
we must move to protect as many of 
the unstudied lakes as we can be- 
cause they could hold valuable se- 
crets that may only be discovered 
through scientific research. These 
secrets could be worthwhile from an 
economic point of view and could be 
lost if the area around the lakes is 
destroyed by industry. 

The last and most entertain- 
ing of the speakers was Elizabeth 
May. Ms. May is the executive direc- 
tor of the Sierra Club of Canada and 
a devoted lifelong envirormientalist. 
She is the author of numerous books 
chronicling the state of Canada's for- 
ests and the efforts being put forth to 
save them. She has also served as a 
senior policy advisor to the Ministry 
of the Environment. 

Ms. May began her speech by 
noting that the human race as a whole 
is still not convinced that our natural 
resources are not inexhaustible. This 
is a notion that we must discard as the 
lesson Mr. Mariotti tried to teach us 
shows. Ms. May also pointed out that 
non-protectionist policies are a source 
of job loss, as Mr. Reid mentioned 
earlier, and that we must view our 
forests as invaluable capital. This 
idea of "value" is something that Ms. 
May claims we must redefine. 

She said there is no real un- 
derstanding of the true value of bio- 
logical diversity expressed in the 
Lands for Life report. The only real 
value of the land as seen within the 
report centers around putting a price 
tag on the trees. This is a grievous 



error as Ms. May sees it. 

The idea of "floating" pro- 
tected areas that are proposed in the 
report is proof of the document's lack 
of appreciation for the true value of 
wiidemess. These areas would be 
handed over to the logging and min- 
ing industries to be exploited, and 
then be classified as "protected" be- 
cause they are sure to "green up" 
later. This is obviously an absurd 
idea as anyone involved in regreening 
will tell you. 

Ms. May continually stressed 
that there is much more thaii just 
economic value to the lands even 
though with proper management and 
forestry practices a greater economic 
gain could be realized. She ham- 
mered this point home with a timely 
quote of Oscar Wilde when she said 
"A true cynic is someone who knows 
the price of everything and the value 
of nothing." How true this statement 
is when applied to our natural re- 
sources. 

Overall, the presentations 
were entertaining and extremely in- 
formative. After the speeches there 
was a letter writing forum in which 
the citizens in attendance were en- 
couraged to write letters to the gov- 
ernment expressing the opinion that 
this report's recommendations are un- 
acceptable. Whether or not you be- * 
lieve the proposals of these speakers 
seem feasible or not, it is painfully 
obvious that the proposals of the 
Lands for Life report are much more 
damaging. If you wish to write a 
letter to the appropriate government 
official, you may check 
www.web.net/wild or phone 1-888- 
371-LAND for more details.

May pointed out, James Watt was 
correct when he stated "Don't worry 
about future generations. There aren't 
going to be any." 
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Down a Long Road

Heidegger once said that the 
past forms the present. At least, this 
is one way in which we can under- 
stand Heidegger. 

This is also one way in which 
we can understand Jeffery M. Tho- 
mas, creator of the series of work 
known as inter/SECTION, currently 
on display at the Art Gallery of Sud- 
bury. 

The way that Thomas frames 
the old with the new is a comment on 
changing society. This comparison 
works for both native and white soci- 
ety. While we question why and how 
natives posed for cameras in the early 
part of this century, we also question 
the whites' motives and reasons for 
photographing the natives as they 
did. Meanwhile, Thomas comes 
along and photographs the new as he 
sees it relating to him. Thomas even 
commented on the fact that he de- 
cided to photograph his surroundings 
as an Indian seeing the world. 

There is a delicate infrastruc- 
ture relating to inter/SECTION: the 
way that Thomas uses old and recent 
pictures, combining them with other 
forms of art, such as a video presen- 
tation and a big light-up book, as well 
as the internet. 

First, the book. The book is a 
unique and ambiguous symbol. It 
represents everything from the at- 
tempted decimation of native culture 
(the type of anti-native propaganda 
evident in old style history classes) to 
a possible resurgence of learning in- 
terests in native culture. The book

also shows us a common white pref- 
erence in learning; the written word, 
which is something that natives were 
not accustomed to. 

Besides the book, there is also 
a very interesting suggestion at work 
in the use of old photographs and the 
internet. The two are nearly a century 
apart - in some cases, over a century 
apart. Such an interesting idea to 
have the old represent itself in the 
new. Our readings of these photos 
are formed around the older pictures 
and the intersection of the internet. 
We get a different sense of why the 
original pictures were taken than if 
we were simply reading a specific 
text and saw the same picture beside 
it. Here we are questioning the "pos- 
ing" native and white photography. 

While doing a marvelous job 
with the pictures and making us think, 
Thomas intervenes in the pictures 
with some ambiguity. We are left 
with a sense that natives should be 



left alone, self-governing entities, yet 
he has photographed his own {jeople 
and put them on display. Not to say 
that this is either good or bad, just 
somewhat confusing. He presents 
natives as having been exploited by 
white photographers and rightfully 
so. However, in doing so, it seems as 
though he has bastardized his own 
project by doing the same thing but 
from an urban native perspective. 

"When in Rome, be a Ro- 
man?" 

Anyhow, Thomas has shown 
how the past reflects on the present in 
a spectacular way. Ifyouwanttosee 
mastery of a craft, either check out 
the exhibit at the ArtGallery of Sud- 
bury or on the web-site:

inter/SECTION will, at the 
very least, give a sense of contextual 
photography and the importance of 
what Thomas is successfully accom- 
plishing. 



A Step Forward for Crohn's and Colitis 

Research

Crohn's and Colitis Aware- 
ness Month is being celebrated espe- 
cially well this year with the launch- 
ing of the Crohn's and Colitis Foun- 
dation of Canada Inflammatory 
Bowel Disease (CCFC IBD) Net- 
work. The new network is being 
hailed as the most innovative and 
aggressive research initiative to date 
in Crohn's and colitis research. 

The network will link re- 
searchers, community physicians, and 
patients across Canada to help in the 
search for a cure for Crohn's disease 
and ulcerative colitis. CCFC National 
Executive Director Michael Howorth 



said that the network "will have enor- 
mous benefits for IBD patients and . 
. . greatly increases the likelihood 
that the cures for these diseases will 
be found in this country." 

The CCFC IBD network will 
be used to investigate U^eatment ef- 
fectiveness, biological causes of 
bowel inflammatory disease, and any 
factors that may trigger the develop- 
ment of this disease. Its first research 
project will evaluate whether the ster- 
oid budesonide can be combined with 
antibiotics tocreate an effective treat- 
ment for Crohn's disease. The 
$755,000 required to conduct the 
study was raised by CCFC volun- 
teers and a grant from Astra Canada, 
a research-oriented pharmaceutical 
manufacturer. 



The results from the network 
are already coming in. A Canadian 
IBD tissue bank is being developed, 
and biological materials are being 
transferred to colleagues around the 
country for study. Soon, a patient 
database will be created to assess 
which patients catch Crohn's, when 
they catch it, and hopefully why. 

Roughly 100,000 Canadians 
are affected by Crohn's disease and 
ulcerative colitis, which cause the 
intestines to become inflamed, lead- 
ing to abdominal pain, cramping, fa- 
tigue, and diarrhea. The disease goes 
into remission and flares up without 
warning, often requiring medication, 
hospitalization, or surgery, and mak- 
ing a normal life impossible for the 
patient.

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Sudbury Fails on Child Poverty... 

and call-centres will be no panacea 

Sudbury's Child Poverty Network has released a Report Card on child poverty 
in the Sudbury region from the year 1996. The Network is composed of Sudbury- 
based researchers from LU's School of Social Work, the Sudbury and District 
Health Unit, Child Care Services of the Region of Sudbury and the Social Planning 
Council of the Region of Sudbury. Although it is easy to become discouraged by 
the results - they are not what we would consider "good" - with this interim report, 
we can at least glimpse Sudbury's socio-economic condition and, with persever- 
ance and dedication, begin to bring the standard of health in our community in line 
with the national average. 

In 1 989, the federal govemment under Brian Mulroney declared its intent to wipe out child 
poverty by the year 2000. However, the Sudbury region received an unequivocal "F" on the 
report card for Children, Youth and Women. The report has revealed that seven thousand 
children under 15 lived in poverty during 1996. Of these, forty percent were under the age of 5. 
Moreover, the poverty rate among children under five is 15% higher in Sudbury than the 
provincial average. Women and girls carried the brunt of these figures, suffering poverty 29% 
more frequently than men and boys. Young women are especially over-represented. Thirty-three 
percent of women between the ages of 20 and 24 live in poverty, which exacerbates the problem 
of poverty for very young children. 

Unemployment continues to be a major stumbling block to improved conditions in 
Sudbury. According to the Report Card, Sudbury's unemployment rate has remained consist- 
ently above the provincial and national averages. Last month, Sudbury's unemployment was at 
1 1 .4%. Moreover, it is young parents who have the most difficulty finding jobs with sufficient 
remuneration to keep them and their families out of poverty. 

The Report Card authors have called for municipal, provincial and federal action to reverse 
child poverty. Their recommendations include: "re-investing in families and strengthening 
family support services; building links between advantaged and disadvantaged children and 
families; developing employment policies that support families, such as flexible work schedules; 
enhancing access to education for youth; [and] increasing the supply of good jobs that pay decent 
wages." 

We might also, as Sudburians, stop deluding ourselves into thinking that call-centres will 
be some sort of panacea for these disturbing figures. Call-centres will not reduce poverty 
amongst single-parent families, for the wages cannot keep abreast of childcare expenses. The 
wages that will be paid will be starvation wages, children or not. It is time that the Sudbury region 
get .serious about addressing these social issues - I contend that "getting people off the welfare 
roles" will follow in due time.

Shame on the Sudbury Starl 
Its paltry coverage of the Lands for 
Life Symposium in the November 1 8 
issue was an insult to its student or- 
ganizers. 

The purpose of the mini-sym- 
posium was to promote public aware- 
ness of a political issue of great im- 
portance to the North and Near-North. 
Lands for Life was intended by John 
Snobelen's Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources to be a communication de- 
vice through which members of in- 
dustry and concerned groups (anglers, 
hunters, conservationists, etc.) could 
present their views on crown land 
use. The report, which came out on 
October 30 catered to industry, and 
the public has until November 30 to 
comment on the recommendations. 

Partnership for Public Lands 
representative Ron Reid opened with 
an overview of arguments presented 
to the Round Table discussions. 
While not blaming industry, he did 
suggest alternatives to clear cutting 
and less harmful mining techniques. 
Franco Mariotti, scientist at Science 
North, presented an illustrated his- 
tory of the Sudbury basin. You don't 
see too much "moonscape" here 
anymore, but what is happening to 
our "infinite" supply of timber? It 
was only two hundred years ago that 
Ontario was ALL forested; now we 
must drive to see trees. Franco gave 
a ray of hope to the pessimists in the 
crowd. Mayt>e it's not too late to stop 
widespread destruction of our home. 

A representative from the 
aquatic fisheries made the none too 
subtle point that "unseen" problems 
arise from blind and unthinking use 



of resources. Water is an essential, 
perhaps the MOSTessential, require- 
ment for life. Can we afford to clear 
cut, which drags soil into waterways, 
thereby hampering water flow and 
destroying spawning grounds? Can 
we afford to smelt ore, which re- 
leases sulfur, causing acid rain and 
radically decreasing the pH of our 
lakes, resulting in plant and fish death? 

The final speaker was Susan 
May of the Sierra Club. She illus- 
trated the political struggles in Nova 
Scotia and British Columbia which 
sound eerily I ike what Ontario is pres- 
ently facing. 

Environmentalists are not 
hard-core, hippie fanatics. They are 
the uncles who hunt moose and deer, 
the husbands who troll for fish on a 
lazy summer afternoon, the families 
who go camping and canoeing in our 
parks, the small child who delights in 
finding a beautiful trillium on a stroll 
around Lake Laurentian. The land is 
our last refuge from the savageness 
of business. There were two front 
page articles concerning INCO in the 
November 1 8 issue of the Sudbury 
Star. Industry may fund our media, 
but we the consumers can control 
industry and govemment by our 
spending habits and voting power. Is 
the Lands for Life process flawed? 
Definitely. Can we change its out- 
come? Yes. We still have two weeks 
to send letters to the Honourable John 
Snotielen at: 6th floor Whimey Block, 
99 Wellesley St. W., Toronto ON, 
M7A 1W3; or by email at:

This is your chance 
lo familiarize yourself with how 
HIV is transmitted, what low and 
high risk behaviours are and what 
may be puitmg you at risk. 

The Virus can enter your 
blood stream through unsafe drug 
injections, a crack in your skin that 
may not be visible to the naked eye, 
mucus membranes (especially if 
they are inflamed) and any activity 
which can damage tissues. 

Secondly, the Virus is sexu- 
ally transmitted when: there are two 
people involved in a sc xual encoun- 
ter and one person is infected, the 
virus leaves the infected person's 
body and when the V irusenters your 
body and reaches yourbloodsu^eam. 

Alcohol and drug abu.sc can 
affect sexual behavior and increase 



youngpeople's vulnerability toHlV. 
Discrimination against drug users 
magnifies their vulnerabilitytoHFV. 
The Laboratory Centre for 
Disease Control estimates that 30 to 
40% of people with HIV in Canada 
donotknow they are infected. Mean- 
while, worldwide new infections in 
young people occur at a rate of five 
per minute, or roughly equating to 
seven thousand youths between the 
ages of 1 and 24 years old . In 1 990. 
half of the new infections were oc- 
curring m people aged 24 or less. 
Young men who have sex with other 
men are at a disadvantage by the 
lack of infonnation and services 
available to them.

Education is the Key to Understanding 

Respect for Native Culture Begins with Listening

I will begin by saying that 
recently I have been highly impressed 
with the articles contributed by the 
columnist Tonto. His once aggres- 
sive and overzealous style and tone 
has been replaced by a witty and 
insightful one. I highly enjoyed his 
piece on the White Man's Act and I 
feel that he has received some undue 
criticism. 1 myself wrote a letter to 
theeditorcnticizingTonto'sapproach 
in his first articles, but since then he 
has done an admirable job on educat- 
ing non-natives on the issues relevant 
to natives The amount of letters that 
Lambda receives every week prove 
that what Tonto is saying is still cut- 
ting edge, and highly controversial 
Now, however, he IS educating us on 
native issues rather than simply at- 
tacking 'white' society 

I think that a lot of non-na- 
tives are having a difficult time with 
Tontos perspecdve simply because 
they are unable to look at the issues 
from outside their ethnocentric bias. 
I won't even begin to pretend that I 
am any kind of expert on native is- 



sues because to do so is disrespectful 
to those who have dedicated their 
lives to its study. All I know is that 
there is an underlying tension be- 
tween natives and non-natives, and 
this is most likely caused by the fact 
that there are very fundamental dif- 
ferences between the cultures. 

Atthispointthiscolumncould 
easily become a historical account of 
the varying ways in which native 
culture has been destroyed, discred 
ited and assimilated; however, 1 will 
not go there because, once again I 
must profess, that I am no expert. I 
think that in order to come to a better 
understanding of native cultures, all 
non-natives should learn more about 
native customs and philosophy. Why 
then don't natives have to learn about 
white society'^ Well that's because 
natives have been so lambasted with 
our culture in every facet of their 
lives that education is a redundancy. 
After all natives have to understand 
us because we dominate pretty much 
every aspect of society . Natives have 
to speak our language in order to 
function in the society we created. 
How many of us can speak Ojibwe or 
Cree . or any of the other languages on 
an ever shortening list? 



One of the most intriguing 
differences between the two cultures 
is the idea of property and ownership. 
In western European society, houses, 
land and money are owned individu- 
ally, whereas in many native cultures 
communal living is the traditional 
way of life. Land is controlled by the 
tribe and property such as food is 
shared. In western European society, 
ideas and stories are shared, whereas 
in many native cultures, such as the 
Medewewin Society of the Ojibwe, 
stories are sacred and are controlled 
or owned by individuals. These sto- 
nes are guarded and passed down 
through family descendants. To the 
non-native, the native concepts of 
ownership are puzzling to say the 
least. That is why they need to be 
explored in greater detail. My only 
hope is that we get some native writ- 
ers to help us out with thispart. Tonto 
has been doing a good job. but so 
much more can be done. 

So if a native writer says some- 
thing that irks you, iry to understand 
that they are just trying to express a 
view that reflects their beliefs They 
have every right to do it, in fact we 
owe it to them to let them have a 
voice.

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Business Briefs 

National Post Victim of its Own Success 

The launch of press-baron Conrad Black's Canadian national news- 
paper has been more successful than its creators had imagined it would 
be, but high demand has led to tales of missing papers, lost subscriptions, 
and disgruntled subscribers. The National Post was launched on October 

27, after months of preparation. Executives acknowledged distribution 
snags in the early days, but now contend that the system is past its 
growing pains and is running smoothly. 

However, this seems to contradict the countless anecdotes from 
subscribers whose subscriptions have slipped through the cracks, or their 
papers have been delivered late or not at all. In addition, there is a great 
deal of disappointment among people who were looking forward to 
having free delivery and free sampling of the paper. 

The National Post carrier force has quadrupled from 200 to 800. They 
used to have 200 vending boxes across the country. They now have over 
3000. In addition, they used to service about 6000 stores. They are now 
servicing over 1 3,000. As a result, the Post claims that there is to be some 
confusion expected. 

The Post is looking hard at fixing key trouble spots in Winnipeg, 
where the paper arrives late, the East Coast, where there is limited 
availability, and Thunder Bay , where it is not available at all. In addition, 
the Toronto market seems to be a problem area as well. One of the 
newspaper's largest Toronto subscribers, the CBC, has had persistent 
difficulties. The Toronto CBC orders 1 10 papers, up from just 17 when 
the National Postwas still the Financial Post, its forerunner publication. 
The National Post seems to be a victim of its own success. The copy- 
heavy, full-colour broadsheet sold out on its first day and demand has 
been heavy since. Printing plants in several cities are printing 400,000 
copies of the paper on weekdays with net paid circulation running around 
260,000. On Saturdays, the paid circulation rises to more than 300,000. 
A deluge of subscription requests has also led the newspaper to cut short 
its planned eight-week free-sampling program in the Toronto area. 

The National Post started with a paid subscriber base of about 
1 20,000, made up of Financial Post subscribers and those willing to take 
the plunge before the launch. Black, whose newspaper empire also 
includes the London Daily Telegraph and the Jerusalem Post, gained 
control of the Financial Post from Sun Media Corp. in a July newspaper 
swap and the former business tabloid formed the foundation of a national 
broadsheet.

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Air Quality in Sudbury

Sudbury, once a term of meas- 
urement half-jokingly used by those 
working on acid precipitation, is now 
being recognized for the iniprove- 
meni.s it has made to airquahty. 

There are many contributors 
to lower air quality in Sudbury. Like 
other cities. Carbon Monoxide. Hy- 
drocarbons and Nitrogen Oxides are 
the result of inicmal combustion en- 
gines in the vehicles we use for trans- 
portation. Cigarette smoke contrib- 
utes to lowered air quality by adding 
higher levels of Carbon Monoxide, 
Carbon Dioxide, and several other 
gases and vapors. Smelling Ore has 
also contributed lo Sudbury's lower 
air quality with INCO leaking sulfur 
and other panicles 

Carbon Monoxide is produced 
when organic materials, such as gaso- 
line, are not burned completely. For- 
tunately Carbon Monoxide can be 
reduced toother hamilcsscompounds 
through natural pr<xresscs and there- 
fore the air can be cleared of its car- 
bon monoxide if no new carbon mon- 
oxide is introduced into the atmos- 
phere. 

Hydrocarbons, introduced by 
incomplete burning of fossil fuels and 
tobacco burning, are washed out of 
the air when it rains and cause an oily 
film on surfaces. They also read to 
other pollutants to create secondary 
pollutants. 

Sulfur Dioxide is a compound 
of sulfur and oxygen thai can be pro- 
duced from the burning of sulfur- 
coniaining fossil fuels. Apart from its 
sharp odour, sulfur-dioxide irritates 
respiratory tissue and joins with other 
materials to create smog. 

Exhaust from internal com- 
bustion engines is a large factor in air 
pollution. For people living in Sud- 
bury transportation is integral tocom- 
pleting daily activities, however this 
does not mean that emissions can not 
be reduced While catalytic con\ en- 
ersand increased fuel efficiency have 
helped 10 reduce the level of carbon 
monoxide resulting in incomplete 
burning of gasoline, there has been an 
Increase in the number of cars on the 
road, effectively offsetting these tech- 
nological improvements 

When Carbon Monoxide be- 
comes concentrated, (during rush 
hour, in a p<iorly ventilated garage, 
for example) levels can raise high 
enough to cause fatigue, dizziness, 
and headaches. Possible solutions to 
the increase of cars emitting Carbon 
Monoxide is to carpool to schix)l and 
work, use public transportation like 
the bus. or walk instead of driving to 
lival areas, like the comer store. It is 
also imp<irtant that vehicles are main- 
tained and cars are not left idling 
when they could be turned off. 

For some, a sen.se of commu- 
nity and envininmental impro\ ements 
are a strong incentive for changing 
lifestyles; lor others, economic in- 
centives need to be used. That's why 
some municipalities give economic 
incentives for people to car piwl and 
preferred parking and road use as 
further incentives. Creating fuels that 
bum cleaner are another economic 



incentive. 

Tobacco smoke is compnsed 
of more then 200() chemical com- 
pounds. Smoking tobacco is the next 
largest source of carbon monoxide to 
vehicle exhaust. Two distinct types 
of cigarette smoke are often identi- 
fied mainstream smoke and side 
stream smoke. Mainstream smoke is 
thai which is pulled directly into the 
smoker s lungs, where side stream 
smoke exits into the surrounding area. 
The proportional composition of the 
two are different where side stream 
smoke actually has much higher ie\ - 
els of critical compounds 

Tobacco smoke consists of 
Carbon Monoxide and Hydrocarbons 
and has been linked to increased rates 
of cancer in smoking and non-smok- 
ing patients. Second-hand or side 
stream smoke has been tlie target of 
many politicians and environmental 
groups with ihe results evident in the 
banning of smoking in public build- 
ings The way to decease this air 
pollutant IS to reduce the number of 
people smoking tobacco. Even with 
Surgeon General warnings smokiny 
has not been eliminated. Economic 
incentives may be a way to further 
entice people to stop smoking 

Falconbridgf Sudhury Op- 
erations has been responsible tor the 
addition of Sultur dioxide to the air. 
Since 1972 Falconbridge has been 
addressing this problem and reduc- 
ing sulfurdioxide emissions. In 1978 
a $300 million dollar (in 1994 dol- 
lars) smelter was constructed. The 
largerreductionof sulfurdioxide was 
due to the construction of a new acid 
plant that converts the sulfur dioxide 
into sulfuric acid which the company 
can then sell. This created an eco- 
nomic incentive to reduce emissions. 

The Govemment creates con- 
trol orders for each smeller and in 
1 994 Falconbridge had to meet a 1 00- 
Kilotonne order. They have volun- 
tarily committed to keeping emis- 
sions below 75 Kiloionne. a goal that 
was set for this year. While more 
research and development has to be 
completed in order to lower emis- 
sions further. Falconbridge has spent 
more than $40 million in the past 5 
years on Sulfurdioxide reductions. 

Sulfur dioxide emissions from 
Sudbury smelters including INCO 
and Falconbridge were 2560 (1000s 
of tonnes) in 1960. 700 (1000s of 
tonnes) in 1988. and 216 (1 000s of 
tonnes) in 1994. 

INCO has aKo been involved 
in controlling the amount of sulfur 
dioxide relea.sed into the atmosphere. 
The implementation of a $600 mil- 
lion dulfur abate- 
ment program be- 
came one of the 
largest abatement 
programs in the 
world. This pro- 
gram had large en- 
vironmental ben- 
efits and provided 
INCO with eco- 
nomic benefits. 
The changes im- 
plemented in- 
cluded adopting a 
new flash furnace 
to treat a combined 
nickel-copper con- 



centrate which created economic 
benefits as well. In the 1960's. 90% 
of the ore's sulfur was leaked into 
the environment. In i 994 only 10% 
of the ore's sulfur was emitted into 
the air. 

INCO s smelting pnxress dif- 
fers from Falconbridge. but thc> too 
have been able to reduce sulfur di 
oxide emissions to lower than gov- 
ernment standards. Economically. 
INCO benefits from a lowered en- 
ergy cost, increased worker produc- 
tivity, and the conversion of former 
emitted sulfur dioxide gases into 
salable pnxlucts. 

As part of INCO's commit- 
ment to better infomi the commu- 
nity they have developed a cam- 
paign called ACT for emergency 
response. ACT is an acronym for 
Always go indoors. Close all doors 
and w indows. and Turn off furnace, 
air conditioners or other air intakes. 
There are two horns placed in Cop- 
per CI iff to warn of an y emergencies 
at the smelter Local media is also 
notified in cases of emergencies. 

TTic environmental cost for 
INCO IS now approximately 10% 
forevery l%reduction. Thismeans 
that a small reduction now cosk 
what a large reduction would co^l. 
This IS where the lines will be draw n. 
According to Dr. David Pearson of 
Laurentian's Earth Science Depart- 
ment, there was an understanding 
that INCO and Falconbridge had icn 
years to meet govemment standards 
before being urged further Thex 
met and passed these 
standards, and it is no\x 
at a stage where further 
reductions are bcini: 
weighed against the loss 
of jobs. 

The ethical ques- 
tions are now being do- 
bated between furthcrrc- 
duction, job loses, and 
government expecta- 
tions. The overall mes- 
sage is that Sudbury has 
seenagreat improvement 
in air quality and 
regreening. but more can 
be done. While INCO 
and Falconbridge con- 
tinue to improve techno! 
ogy and implement re- 
duction stfategies, on an 
individual level, Ihe peo- 
ple of Sudbury can fur- 
ther air quality improve- 
ment as well. Car ptK)l- 
ing, curbing smoking, 
and maintaining vehicles 
are just a start.

Violence continues to dampen inter- 
national soccer. Belter security meas- 
ures must be taicen, otherwise we will 
continue to have incidents like this 
one that follows. 

Not too long ago, Parma 
midfielder Dino Baggio was hit on 
the head by a flick thrown from the 
standsduring a UEFA game at Polish 
side VVisla Cracow, Italian RAI 
television and news agency ANSA 
reported. Baggio played on, but re- 
quired five stitches after the match. It 
could have been worse. Baggiocould 
have been blinded or even killed. 
FIFA should monitor matches much 
more closely, and place a greater 
emphasis on security and penalizing 
the sides. I understand that it is of no 
fault of the teams but maybe fans 
would want to think twice. Another 
issue is that these may not be fans but 
hooligans. If they were not going to 
be at this game they would have ap- 
plied violence cl.scwhere. 

Speculation continues over the 
eventual future of Berti Vogis, na- 
tional German coach. Christoph 
Daum of Lcvcrku.sen is currently 
considered the heir-apparent but when 
the job may fall vacant is a closed 
book. Vogis himsclfsays that "If we 
do not qualify for the finals of the 
European Championship then you 
will not find mc staying around". I 
believe even if they do qualify, Vogis 
will find himself looking through the 
classifieds. 

In South Korea, World Cup 
coach Cha Bum-kun has been banned 
from working \n the domestic league 
for five years after allegedly partici- 
pating in wide spread rigging of K. 
League matches. 

Djoliba beat arch-rivals Stade 
Malien 1-0 in the final of the Mali 
Cup with a I2()th minute goal from 
Makan Kcitathe. Djoliba missed a 
penally that would have brought them 
victory earlier. 

Tunisia named Italian 
Francesco Scoglio as national team 
coach in place i)fHcnrykKaspcrczak, 
who was fired during the World Cup. 
Scoglio, who is fifty-.seven, previ- 
ously worked in Scries A in Italy with 
Bologna, Udinesc.Genea and Torino. 
In Brazil, Flamengo were 
forced to refund money to supporters 
after their lloundcring team suffered 
yet another defeat in the Brazilian 
championship. Club president Klebcr 
l.eite offered the cash-back guaran- 
tee in a desperate attempt to pull in a 
crowd tor the game against Portu- 
guese. Brazil's must popular team 
has become anembarrassmcnt. Man- 
ager Tominho Barroso announced his 
resignation after only three weeks in 
charge. Leite. who clearly had not 
tieen cimsidered another reverse of a 



great number of fans since last game 
had an attendance of 79 1 , nor that the 
52,000 people would take him up on 
his unprecedented offer, was left try- 
ing to work out how to distribute 
52,000 refunds, the money eventu- 
ally was returned at the ticket win- 
dows to anyone who could produce a 
ticket from the game.. May did not 
bother, preferring to vent their frus- 
trations by tearing up 
their tickets. 

In Argen- 
tina, Racing Club, 
declared bankrupt in

Two players from the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Congo have been 
banned for a year after using drugs 
during the last African Nations Cup 
finals in Burkina Faso. They are 
Nkweni Mayala of DC Motema 
Pembe - who also misses his CAF 
Cup semi-final against Tunisia's CS 
Sfaxien - Belgian -based striker Umba 
Kanokene. 

I alsocontinue to get the scoop 
on Paul Ga.scoigne, the thirty-one 
year-old midfeilder for Middles- 
brough whose personal travails have 
always rivaled his soccer brilliance 
for space in British newspapers. It 
I(X)ks like alcohol was a contributing 
factor, but his treatment in a clinic 
was mainly for stress and depression, 
his team manager says. It also led to 
the breakdown of his stormy mar- 
riage. Middlebrough manager Bryan 
Robson said Gazza would out of ac- 
tion for an indefinite period and made 
his appeal for the embattled former 
England star to be allowed receive 
treatment in privacy. 



The experimental joint man- 
agement team of Roy Evans and 
Gerald Houllier appears to be work- 
ing and Liverpool have the added 
bonus of Robbie Fowler, who has 
been out since February. He will be 
back in action two months earlier 
than expected. Two quite different 
soccer philosophies cannot last for 
too long, especially since Hollier is a 



incompetent as ever. Sponsors Nike 
are thought to be giving $50 million 
a year to Brazil's ruling soccer body, 
who charged the city of Sao Luis 
$600,000 to stage Brazil's friendly 
match against Yugoslavia. The presi- 
dent, RicardoTeixeira, and his penny- 
pinching sidekicks turned up the na- 
tional team's first match since the 
World Cup into a farce, for the want

In Scotland, Rangers Italian 
star Lorenzo Amoruso lost his effort 
to win the respect of the fans.
